Orange County went Republican. It 
gave the Roosevelt electors a majori­ 
ty of about 700, Evans for congress a 
majority of about HOO, Anderson for 
state senate about 1200, and W eisel for 
assembly about 1000.

The early reports in this county in­ 
dicated that the Democrats would car­ 
ry Orange County.

Both precincts showed Wilson, and it 
was thought at first that these counts 


were indicative of the way Santa Ana 
was going.

Receiving Returns 
A big crowd gathered in front of the 
Register office to receive returns. By 
5 o’clock the Register telegraph re­ 
ports began coming in, and from the 
first every dispatch indicated the suc­ 
cess of Wilson and Marshall. 
When it was reported that Wilson 
had carried New York by 75,000, most 
people considered the matter settled.

CURE WOUNDS ON TREES

Luffman, orchard expert, tell- how to 
treat wounds on trees.

for a wound on the trunk of the tree 
near the ground lie would take away 
the dirt, then scrape and cleanse tho 
wound and then bandage a quantity 
of wood ashes over the diseased por­ 
tion. 
Over this he would place an­ 
other bandage to keep out moisture.

Horticulturslist Studying Covina Dis­ 
trict Where Citrus Fruita 
Ar* Healthy 


COVINA, Nov. 6.—James R. Hodges, 
horticultural inspector for 
this 
dis­ 
trict, has been making a study of tho 
progress made in the 
new 
district 
south of Covina, and tho inspector is 
enthusiastic about the future of this 
new orange territory. 
The trees are 
looking healthy and have 
made 
a 
splendid growth in the last year, he 
says. 
Mr. Hodges says that in this dis­ 
trict called Valencia 
Heights* 
there 
were 15,000 trees planted out In 1911. 
During the season of 1912 there have 
been 35,000 trees planted. The big in­ 
crease was made because of tho fact 
that the district was proved frost less. 
No frost injured the Valencia Heights 
groves last winter, and the winter was 
one of the lowest iu temperatures at 
Christmas that has been known here. 
The trees planted are practically all 
Valencia oranges, but there is a small 
acreage planted to lemons. The acre­ 
age is all supplied with water from 
wells that have been put down, and 
the ranchers all have an abundance of 
water. 
Some of the 
new 
acreage 
where the trees have been planted 
has not been plowed, the trees sim­ 
ply being set in the original stubble. 
The ranchers will begin deep plow­ 
ing after the rains.
